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Gross  farm  income,  production  costs,  and  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators 
are  all  expected  to  be  at  record  high  levels  in  1947.  The  increase  in  farm  income  will 
result  largely  from  higher  prices,  as  the  total  volume  of  farm  production  for  sale  and 
home  consumption  in  1947  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  1946. 
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OUTLOOK  FOB  FARM  INCOME  IN  19^7  AND  19  U8 

Farm  income  in  19 ^7  is  the  highest  on  record  "by  a  considerable  margin.  It 
is  likely  to  remain  high  in  I9U8..  Whether  it  will  be-' above  or  below  19*+7,  however, 
will  depend  largely  on  crop  production  and  foreign  demand.-    Domestic  consumer  pur- 
chasing power  seems  likely  to  remain  high.    Farm-production  expenses  may  continue 
to  increase  in  I9U8;  and  even  if  gross  income  is  maintained  at  the  19^7  level,  net 
income  may  not  be  quite  so  high  as  in  19^7. 

Cash  Eeceipts 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  19^7  are  estimated  at  about  29.7 
billion  dollars,  Or  21  percent  above  I9U6.    This  is  the  largest  percentage  gain  over 
the  previous  year  since  I9U3.    In  general,  it  is  due  to  a  substantial  increase  in 
trices  for  most  farm  products,  most  of  which  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
Compared  with  I9U6,  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  are  up  about  23  per- 
cent, crops  about  19  percent.    Government  payments  are  estimated  at  only  350  million 
dollars  as  compared  with  800  million  dollars  last  year.    The  difference  is  due 
chiefly  to  the  discontinuance  in  June  30  last  year  of  production-payment  programs 
for  dairy  products,  beef  cattle,  and  sheep  and  lambs.    Total  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  may  be  a  little  over  30  billion  dollars  in 
I9U7,  or  18  percent  above  19*1-6. 

'    Cash  receipts  in  I9U7  probably  will  be  higher  than  last  year  for  all  the  : 
important  commodity  groups  except  fruits  and  nuts.    Wheat,  corn,  cotton,  hogs,  and 
cattle  are  among  the  commodities  showing  the  most  significant  gains.    Wheat  has 
had  the  largest  percentage  increase  of  any  of  the  major  commodities .    Prices  averag- 
ing almost  one -third  above  last  year  are  being  paid  for  the  larges  wheat  crop  in 
the  history  of  the  country,  and  total  receipts  from  wheat  this  year  may  be  as  much 
as  75  percent  over  last  year.    In  the  case  of  corn,  higher  prices  plus  large  sales 
last  Bprir.S  from  the  record  19^6  crop  are  more  than  enough  to  offset  smaller  market- 
ings in  late  I9U7.    Total  receipts  for  the  year  will  be  about  one-third  above  19^6. 
Income  from  cotton  is  also  expected  to  increase  about  one-third,  mostly  because  the 
19^7  crop  is  much  larger  than  last  year.    In  the  livestock  group,  meat  animals  show 
the  greatest  increase,  largely  because  of  higher  prices.    Cash  receipts  from  hogs 
and  cattle  may  be  up  about  kO  and  35  percent  respectively. 

The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  in  I9U8  may  be  a  little  less  than  the  re- 
cord for  this  year.    However,  both  domestic  and  foreign  demand  are  so  strong  that 
cash  receipts  are  expected  to  continue  near  recent  levels  for  at  least  the  first 
half  of  next  year.    Prospects  for  the  latter  half  of  I9U8  are  more  uncertain. 
Neither  an  increase  in  demand  nor  a  slackening  off  can  be  ruled  out  as  possibilities. 
Even  if  demand  falls  off  some  in  the  second  half,  however,  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  in  I9U8  are  likely  to  total  more  than  in  any  year  before  19^7  • 

The  19^8  distribution  of  total  cash  receipts  by  commodities  may  not  differ 
much  from  that  of  19^7.    A  moderate  decline  in  marketings  of  hogs,  cattle,  and 
calves  is  not  likely  to  result  in  any  significant  reduction  in  total  receipts  from 
meat  animals .    Receipts  from  dairy  and  poultry  products  will  probably  be  about  the 
same  as  in  19^7  since  neither  quantities  nor  prices  are  expected  to  change  greatly. 
Similarly,  production,  prices,  and  income  from  fruits  and  vegetables  will  probably 
be  about  equal  to  those  in  19^7.    Receipts  from  some  fruits  and  some  vegetables, 
however,  will  probably  continue  lower  relative  to  other  products  than  in  earlier 
years  because  demand  has  declined  since  the  war  and  production  has  increased.  Re- 
ceipts from  wheat  in  19k&  are  likely  to  be  lower  than  in  I9U7  unless  yields  continue 
high.    Receipts  from  corn  may  also  be  down  in  19^8,  because  the  short  19^7  crop  will 
reduce  total  marketings  for  the  year. 

(For  release  October  16,  a,m.) 
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Production  Expenses 

Production  expenses  in  19^-7  are  running  more  than  16  percent'  above  last  year 
when  they  totaled  about  Ik  billion  dollars.    This  is  the  largest  percentage  gain 
over  the  previous  year  since  19^2.    Increasing  prices  for  nearly  all  commodities 
and  services  used  in  farm  production  are  the  principal  reason  for  higher  total 
costs . 

All  the  major  expense  items  are  up  this  year.    The  largest  increase,  more 
than  one-third,  is  in  the  cost  of  operating  motor  vehicles.    The  number  of  auto- 
mobiles, motortrucks,  and  tractors  on  farms  has  increased  and  so  has  the  cost  of 
fuel  and  repairs.    The  cost  of  purchased  livestock  is  up  about  one-fourth.  And 
the  average  cost  of  miscellaneous  operating.. expenses  has  increased  almost  as  much. 

Increases  of  around  15  or  20  percent  have  occurred  in  rents  paid  to  nonfarm 
landlords,  in  maintenance  and  depreciation  charges  on  capital  equipment,  and  in 
the  cost  of  fertilizer  and  lime.    Rent  to  nonfarm  landlords  is  rising,  with  higher 
net  returns  from  farming.    Maintenance  and  depreciation  ch  arges  have  risen  with 
increased  expenditures  and  higher  valuations  on  farm  buildings  and  machinery.  And 
higher  prices  are  being  paid  for  larger  quantities  of  fertilizer. 

Taxes,  feed  costs  and  wages  of  hired  labor  have  increased  around  10  percent. 
Property  taxes  are  up  with  rising  costs  of  public  services.    The  number  of  live- 
stock fed  average  k  or  5  percent  less  than  in  19^6,  but  feed  prices  are  15  percent 
higher.    Both  wage  rates  and  employment  of  hired  labor  are  up.  Farm-mortgage 
interest  payments  also  are  rising  for  the  first  time  in  25  years  since  new  debts 
are  being  incurred  faster  than  old  mortgage  debts  are  being  paid  off. 

With  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  goods  still  increasing,  it  seems 
likely  that  total  production  expenses  will  show  a  further  rise  in  19^-8.    The  rate 
of  increase,  however,  is  expected  to  be  substantially  less  than  occurred  in  19^-7 
or  other  recent  years . 

Gross  and  Net  Farm  Income 

Gross  farm  income  in  I9U7 ,  the  sum  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings, 
Government  payments ,  the  value  of  farm  products  consumed  in  farm  households ,  and 
the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings--is  estimated  at  3^.3  billion  dollars,  18  per- 
cent above  last  year.    This  is  a  larger  relative  increase  than  the  gain  in  pro- 
duction expenses.    Therefore,  net  income  is  expected  to  increase  about  20  percent. 
The  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators,  or  the  difference  between  gross  income 
and  production  expenses,  is  estimated  at  18  billion  dollars  for  19^7- 

Since  the  total  of  all  production  expenses  is  quite  likely  to  increase  further 
in  19 k8  farmers  1  net  income  might  decline  even  if  gross  income  is  maintained  at  the 
19^7  level.    In  any  event,  farm  income  after  expenses  in  19*4-8  is  likely  to  be  well 
above  the  average  for  recent  years.    Net  income  is  subject  to  the  same  uncertain- 
ties about. demand  as  cash  receipts.    In  relation  to  net  income,  moreover,-  these 
uncertainties  are  intensified  by  the  fact  that  prices  of  many  items  of  production 
usually  rise  or  decline  less  rapidly  and  turn  later  than  prices  of  farm  prod-ucts .

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CURRENT  MONTHLY  ESTIMATES 

Preliminary  Estimates ,  January  -October  19^-7 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  during  the  first  10  months  of  this 
year  will  probably  total  around  23.8  billion  dollars,  25  percent  more  than  in  the 
same  period  last  year.    This  includes  13.8  billion  dollars  from  sales  of  livestock 
and  products  and  10.0  billion  dollars    from  crop  receipts,  increases  of  29  and  19 
percent,  respectively.    Government  payments  are  estimated  at  a  little  over  0.3 
billion  dollars,  less  than  half  as  large  as  last  year.    Cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  and  Government  payments  combined  are  2k. 1  billion  dollars,  up  21  per- 
cent over  the  first  10  months  of  19^6. 

Farmers  received  about  2.9  billion  dollars  from  marketings  in  September , 
about  one -third  more  than  last  year.    Prices  averaged  18  percent  above  September 
19^6.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  about  1.5  biliion  dollars,  nearly 
two-thirds  greater  than  last  year.    Income  from  meat  animals  was  about  3  times 
as  large  as  in  19^6,  largely  because  of  the  unusually  sharp  decline  in  marketings 
in  September  19^6  in  anticipation  of  price  decontrol  in  October.  Meat-animal 
prices  in  September  this  year  were  nearly  50  percent  above  the  same  month  last 
year.    Crop  receipts  in  September  were  slightly  less    than        billion  dollars 
and  13  percent  greater  than  in  19^6.    Income  from  grains  was  especially  high, 
with  prices  running  about  one-third  above  September  19^-6.    The  average  of  all  crop 
prices,  however,  was  only  8  percent  higher  than  last  year. 

In  October,  cash  receipts  may  total  about  3.6  billion  dollars,  slightly 
more  than  last  year  and  the  highest  for  any  month  on. record.    Prices  for  all  farm 
products  in  October  this  year  probably  will  average  slightly  above  19^-6.  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  products  are  expected  to  be  about  9  percent  greater  than  last 
year  with  prices  approximately  5  percent  higher.    Meat  animals  may  gain  20  percent 
in  total  receipts^  due  equally  to  higher  prices  and  to  increased  marketings.  Re- 
ceipts from  crops  may  be  up  a  little,  with  prices  of  crops  on  the  whole  about  the 
same  as  last  year.    Income  from  wheat  will  be  up,  but  receipts  from  fruit  may  be 
less  than  a  year  ago. 

VOLUME  OF  FARM  PRODUCTION  FOR  SALE  AND  HOME  USE 

Revised  Index  Numbers  for  19 1+7 

Revised  index  numbers  of  the  volume  of  agricultural  production  for  sale 
and  consumption  in  farm  households  in  19^7  are  presented  in  table  6.    They  are 
based  on  crop  indications  as  of  September  1  and  estimated  marketings  and  home  con- 
sumption of  livestock  and  livestock  products  during  the  calendar  year." 

Changes  since  the  last  report  are  relatively  small,  the  all-commodity  index 
having  been  lowered  1  point  to  136,  the  same  as  last  year.'   It  is  not  expected  that 
these  index  numbers  will  be  revised  again  until  after  the  December  crop  report  is
